Pair each Milward 3 1/4 mm (UK 10) 
and 4 mm (UK 8) needles. 


Tension 
22 sts and 30 rows to 10 cm 
(stocking st) on 4 mm needles or 
size needed to achieve stated 
tension.

Abbreviations 

K=knit; P=purl; st-st=1 row K, 1 row 
P; tbl=through back of loop; 
inc=increase by working into front 
and back of st; dec=decrease by 
working 2 sts together; beg= 


beginning; alt=alternate; cont= 
continue; meas=measures; foll= 
following; RS=right side; WS=wrong 
side; cm=centimetres; mm= 
millimetres; patt=pattern. 


Note for Motif Knitting 

When working in patt from chart, do 
not carry colours across wrong side 
of work, but use separate balls as 
required, twisting yarns when 
changing colour to avoid a hole (see 


diagram). Read odd rows K from right 


to left and even rows P from left to 
right. 


FRONT 


**Using 3 1/4 mm needles and main 
shade, cast on 134 [138, 142, 146, 
150] sts. 


Row 1 (WS): *K1, P1, rep from * to 
end. 


Row 2: *P1, Kitbl, rep from * to last 
2 sts, P1, K1. 


Rep these 2 rows to form single 
twisted rib. 


Work until rib meas 7 cm, ending with 
RS facing for next row. 


Change to 4 mm needles and work 
in st-st, dec 5 sts evenly across first 
row (129 [133, 137, 141, 145] sts).** 


Cont in st-st until Front meas 14 [16, 
18, 20, 22] cm, ending with RS facing 
for next row. 


Set motif 
Next row: K22 [24, 26, 28, 30] in 
main shade, work 85 sts of first row 
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[6] = Gromit Beige (7863) / = Backstitch in Taupe (7808) 
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of chart, K22 [24, 26, 28, 30] in main 
shade. 


Cont as set in st-st, using separate 
balls for each larea of colour. 


When chart is complete work in main 
shade only until work measures 55 
[58, 61, 64, 67] cm, ending with RS 
facing for next row. 


Shape neck 
Next row: K57 [59, 60, 62, 63] sts, 
turn work leaving rem sts on a holder. 


Dec 1 st at neck edge on every row 
until 47 [49, 50, 52, 53] sts rem. Now 
dec 1 st at this edge on every alt row 
until 42 [44, 45, 47, 48] sts rem. Work 
straight for 10 rows. Cast off. 


Slip centre 15 [15, 17, 17, 19] sts on 
a holder, rejoin yarn to rem sts, K to 
end. 


Work to match first side, reversing 
shapings. 


BACK 


Work as Front from ** to **. 


Cont in st-st until Back matches Front 
to shoulder cast-off, ending with RS 
facing for next row. ° 


Cast off 42 [44, 45, 47, 48] sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. Leave rem 45 [45, 47, 
47, 49] sts on a spare needle. 


SLEEVES 


Womans’ Version 

Using 3 1/4 mm needles and main 
shade, cast on 46 [46, 50, 50, 54] sts 
and work in single twisted rib as for 
Front for 7 cm. 


Change to 4 mm needles and work 
in st-st, inc 4 sts evenly across first 
row (50 [50, 54, 54, 58] sts). Now inc 
1 st each end of every 5th row until 
there are 90 [90, 94, 94, 98] sts on the 
needle. Work straight until sleeve 
meas 42 [42, 44, 44, 46] cm. Cast off 
loosely. 


Mans’ Version 
Using 3 1/4 mm needles and main 
shade, cast on 56 [56, 58, 58, 60] sts 
and work in single twisted rib as for 
Front for 7 cm. 


Change to 4 mm needles and work 
in st-st, inc 4 sts evenly across first 
row (60 [60, 62, 62, 64] sts). Now inc 
1 st each end of every 7th row until 
there are 92 [92, 96, 96, 100] sts on 
the needle. Work straight until sleeve 
meas 48 [48, 50, 50, 52] cm.:Cast off 
loosely. | 


MAKE UP 


Do not press. Block out pieces and 
cover with a damp cloth. After 30 
minutes, remove cloth and allow 
pieces to dry flat before commencing 
make up. 


Join right shoulder seam.

Neck Border 

With RS facing, 3 1/44 mm needles and 
main shade, knit up 27 sts down left . 
side of neck, K15[15, 17, 17, 19] from 
front, knit up 27 sts up right side of 
neck, then K45 [45, 47, 47, 49] from 
back (114 [114, 118, 118, 122] sts). 


Work in single twisted rib for 4 cm. 
Cast off in rib. 


Join left shoulder seam and Neck 
Border. 


Work backstitch as indicated on 
Chart. 


Place centre of cast-off edge of 
sleeves to shoulder seams and sew 
in place to Front and Back. Join side 
and sleeve seams. 


Do not dry handknits in harsh sunlight 
as fading or yellowing may occur. Do 
not tumble dry. Dry flat.
